Leading 6-4 at half-time 
thanks to a Quentin Laulu-To- 
gagae converted try, the full-back 
crossed the whitewash again in the 
second period but the star man was 
undoubtedly Anthony Thackeray.

Their next game will be their final clash 
in the first phase of Championship 
North against top of the table Mersey 
Storm, 2pm Kick Off, Saturday 23rd 
April at Forge Valley Sports Centre. 


The team will then await news from the 
RFL as to what happens for the second 
phase of the season. What is known is 
that the Wheelchair Super League will 
relegate three teams to join the teams 
in the Championship North and South 
and a re-alignment of tables will take 
place, but further details are yet to be 
confirmed.
